In a recent article contributed to the 
Amoterdamer Weekbla'l, Professor von 
Hamcl discussed the anxiety felt in 
Holland as to the future, lie intimated 
that It is feared that respect for Dutch 
' neutrality, which is now in the inter- 
ests of the belligerents, may become 
questionable upon the re-adjustment of 
frontiers at the future notice confer- 
ences, and that compensations, such 
as the cession uf the mouth of the 
Scheldt, might be demanded at Ihe 
expense of Holland. 

This anxiety, tne professor staled, 
was not appeased by England's cham- 
pionship of small stales, or by Ger- 
many's nssunince that she did not de- 
sire to tHke anything from Holland. In 
the writer's opinion, ther.-fore, the na- 
tion ought at. once to begin to pre- 
pare itself to face tho possible demand 
of the diplomatists of the so-called 
European concert. Some points, such 
for example, as the Scheldt question 
upon the restoration of Belgian inde- 
pendence, were worthy of considéra 
Hon: others must be steadily opposed. 
To this end determined diplomacy was 
necessary, supported by a nation nl 
ready prepared. 

The sam* anxlctj Is apparent in the 
Increasing discussi in in the press as 
to the reform of the army: while it 
contributor to the Telegraaf recently 
referred to the Identity of the Interests 
it Holland and the United Slates, and 
not alone with re\CT*J 'o commercial 
matters. The States, with ihcir Im- 
portant south sea coast, could not 
permit the Dutch Indies to pass into 
the possesion, or become the sphere 
of influence of a great European pow- 
er. An understanding not necessarily 
In the matter of a treaty was essential. 
- This diplomatic preparedness would 
■erve to protect Dutch neutrality.

Blind and crippled by the loss of 
both hands, N. C, Banks, who "laughs 
nt fate," has arrived at Stanford Uni- 
versity to investigate the feasibility 
of continuing his life work, Ihe. study- 
ing ot English literature. Ten years 
ago, while a student of the Brlghnm 
Young University. Utah, Hanks lost 
his hands and eyes In an explosion, 
hut even though so tremendously 
handicapped he was able In a few 
years to go f>n with his education. 
Byron W. King, a lecturer, met the. 
sightless student, and Hanks went, 
with him to the King School of Ora- 
tory at Pittsburg. Since leaving that 
institution he has been lecturing on 
English » literature and presenting 
Shakespearian and modern readings 
In public.

GERMANY AND ENGLAND. 

In a letter to his sister in England 
a, young French offlc;r on service In 
the neighborhood "Ot'St. 'Mlhlel, recently 
promoted for nayaijtry on the field of 
battle, tells this story. 

"The Oormans 0CUU1 ihlnk of noth- 
ing better to do a few days ago than 
to put ion the walls of their barracks 

m a large placard of white 

uilico on which was written: 

"Merci a la brave Francis — halno 
a 1'Angletcrre." Our trenches are from 

00 to 00 metres from those of the 
"Boches' and with glosses it was c*s.v 
to read the placard. In the evening 1 
was on patrol with three ?ood fellows 
of my hulf section and wc cnawlcd to- 
wn rdt the Ocroiuu lines llli wt were 
within twenty-five metres or so and 
we hid ourselves lu a big : holc made 
by a shell. 

<.l.»afU>lo:my men: "I have given you 
sucks ' gloves cigarettes and other 
things. You Know where they camo 
from — they were sent from England. 

1 want to sec no more of that placard. 
Let us do uwuy with it. Wc have 
our arms; let us put some shoth 
through and destroy it." 

Tho thing ' was done. I gave the 
order t« fire and In three minutes only 
some shreds of the sititf remained. 
The worst uf it was that our fire 
provoked,.', a terrible fusillade along 
the whole length of the line. We drop- 
ped'! into thb shell hole and waited 
till th-> firing luid finished— nbout half 
an nour^-and then we regained our 
own trenches. My llouteuant greeted 
me with "So it was you that started 
that fusillade?" and ivheii I said "yes" 
he asked what for. 1 explained that 
I was half English havlni; married 
ar Englishwoman and added that I 
wanted to see no more o f i placard 
which referred to that ration In sucW 
terms. -Ho- "chipped" nni; for a bit 
but . when .we.w'ere relieved the «tory 
wittt. told tort»» captait" who passed 
It on to -t lie colon Jl. The en dof it 
til! whs a. promise of my stripesas 
under lieutenant.

in order to understand the drift or to 
secure the point ot view of education in 
the West, one must go back lo the 
revival of learning in Europe of the 
twelfth ami thirteenth centuries, when 
the medieval universities were founded. 

The continental universities of Paris 
and Bologna were the pioneers, the 
great archetypal universities upon 
which the English and the American 
institutions were founded. The one. 
University of Paris, furnished the type 
of student guilds, in which the stu- 
dents ■ legislated and governed largely 
for themselves, while the University of 
Bologna represented the guilds ot" mas- 
ters, in which the administration de- 
volved largely upon Uiu teaching con- 
stituency. Upon these two types of 
universities, the present-day univer- 
sity has been largely fashioned. 

W A NDEIU NG SCHOLAR. 

In 122!» came, the great dispersal 
when students were scattered over 
Europe nnd England. H was to this 
event that Oxrorcl and Cambridge trac- 
ed their early foundation. After Beck* 
et quarreled with Henry II.. the Bug- 
llsh ruler recalled lo England the Eng- 
j llsh sludcnlst and the foundation at 
I Oxfotd of u "sludiuln" resulted. This 
' event was destined lo influence edu- 
cation lu a wide and radical manner 
throughout the succeeding centuries. 
A little later there occurred the mem- 
orable struggle between the. pope and 
KIng;.lohn of England in the environs 
of Oxford, and the clerks who studied 
here dime Into vigorous and serious 
contest with the people of the town — 
tho town and the gown conflicts— • 
and the King outlawed the English 
clergy, which resulted in the formation 
of the University of Cambridge, 

Gradually; the, term "srudium gén- 
érale" came' to be used synonymously 
wit hlhe term "univcrsitas," and in the 
fifteenth century, the university, as we 
know it to-day in the west, camo into 
Its heritage os a force to be seriously 
considered In the mutions, a force ) 
closely connected willi botli church and 
stale, mo king a widespread and deep 
appeal it' the imagination uf the* 
puoplc. 

MEDIEVAL STUDENT LIFE. 

When one visits such a college as 
Westminster and is almost shocked 
with the rigorous life ot the- collegers 
who live in their barren hulls, he at 
once, .thinks of the ancestry of theso 
customs in the Spartan-tike traditions 
of Ihe medieval universities, since tho 
early training and housing of students 
In the middle ages at least did not spell 
comfort or luxury, as university stu- 
dents know these days. Oxford was 
one of the early universities lo secure 
buildings of any sort, Hie medievul 
universities being only y collection of 
masters and students. During these 
years there were no endowments, no 
quadrangles, no chapels and no dor- 
mitories. 

Even Ihe Oxford student* sought 
comfort about :i single fire in winter, 
placed in the middle of a college hall, 
and this ftre was not lighted until 
evening. The student studied from 6 
a.ni until il p.m., at a small private 
table in front of u small window, by 
the light of a rush caudle. These 
-lubles "were not unlike Ihe Winchester 
"toys," the small desks over which the 
boys still bend in traditional loyalty, 
nud which they ireasuro as precious 
traditions of their institution's past.

THE WAR AND JEWISH PEOPLE. 

(Pnlladelj)hla' lSvsnlng Ledger.) .. 

Dr. itfçhard .Ootthcil id probably 
correct In prerboilng that the war will 
BOlve thiiilcWlsh problem In Europe 
and Asia. i'"or one thing It has proved 
that the essential element of .ludatenï 
Is not distinctively racial, but religious. 
The .Iowa living in America, for ln- 
Btnnce, are its genuinely and patrioti- 
cally American us the New Englanders 
or Virginians, Iheir distinguishing- fea- 
ture being their rslijrton and their 
habits of thought and custom that be- 
long to their religion.-. And they have 
ns much right to practise that as have 
the Catholics or Protestants to enjoy 
und live their respective rait lis. 

There arc ns hiuny as 2511,000 .lews 
In the Russian uirmy, nnd the Jews 
uf Uecrmany, Austria, Prance and Her 
bla are proportloiuitely loyal. nnd patrl 
otic. The ant.l-SAmltlc prejudice must 
die away In the! fnco of such facts, 
And when the wilr Is over It ought to 
bo comparatively! ulla y | 0 (rive back 
to Ihe Jews theltlshrlno and to allow 
them once morn to feet :he pride; of 
possession lu a land that ininns more 
to them than any other land docs 
to any .other Jicoijle. 



In lite view of medieval founders of 
universities, many penalties were In- 
flicted for student practises.- Bath- 
ing for example, was regarded as an 
"unjustifiable license"; skating was 
also under tho ban in certain of these 
early Institutions .while there were 
strict laws agnlnst the borrowing nnd. 
lending books and no student un- 
der 'Jf> years of use was permitted to 
sell a book wilhoht the consent of his 
regmt. The penalty for a sixteenth 
century art student for such an of- 
fence as selling a book was a public 
flogging in his own college. 

At OlosRotv a severe flagellation was 
the rawnrd of a Student who went Into 
the water. "Xot to make use of the 
water still less to swim la' it" was the 
wording of the medieval prohibition. 
Gaines also were frequently and en- 
tirely prohibited. The Scotch seemed 
to have an especial antipathy for. balls 
and bats; one finds in Uic old statutes 
that anyone applying himself In any 
way to ihe . "sphaeristeriuiTi" -big 
enough to Include i'oo:.' i. I) was whip- 
ped and expelled from the university. 

In 137», when William Wykehatn 
founded Xow College at Oxford on 
tho self-governing plan, training his 
fellows at Winchester, the .collegiate 
idea) which wo of to-day know with 
modifications was fairly fixed. At 
this college conversations were pre- 
scribed lo be entirely In Latin, al- 
though nt Pctcrhotiac Collego it is 
found that l-'rench might occasionally 
be spoken, hut English very . rarely.' 

At the Univcrsiiy of Paris in 132'8 it 
was necessary for a. student to make 
his continuous application 'n Ivatln be- 
fore tho rector^irlor to being admitted 
to student life or "scholiirity " while 
nt the college In Toulousn '.he scholars 
were warne dthat "only plowmen, 
swineherds and other rustics used 
their mother tongue." 

CONVERSATION UNPOPUUMt. 

Al Jesus College, Oxford, • this • lan- 
guage concession .was extended to the 
opportunity of conversing In Latin, 
Greek nnd Hebrew. It appears, how* 
ever, that conversation In the latter 
two languages never became hilarious 
ly popular, The animus of tho statute 
licemcd to be aimed njoiinst too much 
talking;. These mcdioval college 
founders accepted 1 lie Ulblicai maxim 
thnt the tongue worketh exceeding 
great evil, and the only safety against 
sin, sorrow, and Idleness wns golden 
silence. in the ancient statutes at 
Claire ono roads that not only loss

UNDER FIRE 



FRANCE 

In the Champagne district the French are making vigorous at- 
tacks on the German lines between the Aisne and Oise Rivers. In 
the last five days at least thirty attacks have been made at Bcause- 
iour <and Le Hurlus. In the Vosges the struggle has become fiercer 
the German forces having been reinforced by troops from Belgium. 
Slight progress was made at Chapaelotte. In West Flanders the 
Belgians arc very active attacking the German right with both artil- 
lery and infantrv. 

RUSSIA 

Prom the Niémen to Mlawa the Russians have been successful 
in halting all German progress and under the tremendous Russian 
pressure the line of battle has been brought to within twenty miles of 
'he German irontier. West of Przusnysz a violent engagement is in 
progress. The Germans are attacking the fortress of OssoweU but 
without much success. 

AUSTRIA- HUNGARY 

In East Galicia a battle near Stanislau has resulted in severe 
losses for the enemy. The Austrian attempt to advance to the 
Dniester has failed. The Austrian bombardment of Belgrade has 
caused that city to suffer considerable damage. 

TURKEY 

The Allied fleet have now advanced sixteen miles into the Dar- 
danelles and are shelling the inner defences. Bodies of marines 
have been landed and it is reported that communication between 
the forts and Constantinople has been cut. The Turkish Govern- 
ment has removed to Brusa in Asia Minor and a panic is reported in 
Constantinople. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

Premier Asquilh made a momentous announcement in the House 
yesetrday when he stated that every commodity would be prevent- 
ed from entering or leaving Germany. The British Government 
has been relieved of all negotiations with the United States over 
the "Daciu" on account of a French vessel having captured the ship 
in the Channel.
